The Bible was not intended to be the TEXT BOOK of the Christian religion, 
because 


l It was not completed until the Christian religion was widely established; the 
Apostles and their immediate successors never saw what we now call the New Testament. 
(2) The whole Western world was converted to Christ before the Bible existed as 
a whole; in the meantime millions had faith so strong that they died for it. 
(3) The printing press, on which the extensive diffusion of the Bible depended, 
was not invented until fourteen centuries after Christ; yet all Europe then professed the 
religion of Jesus. 


Il. Without the backing of the Catholic Church the Bible would lack authority. 
(1) The world is not only indebted to the Catholic Church for the preservation 
of the Bible (“Horae Biblicae”, Butler, pp. 35-36; “Whither”, Dr. Briggs, p. 21) ; but 
_ (2) > On the sole authority of the Catholic Church is the present canon of Holy 
Scripture accepted as inspired, and therefore its reliability rests on the authority of the 
Church, which has assured us that it is the word of God. Mark and Luke were not Apostles. 
(3) The four hundred divisions in Protestantism are living witnesses to the fact 
that without a divinely protected interpreter the Bible is no authority at all. 


FICTION Exposed: 


(1) Luther did NOT accidentally discover the Bible. As a priest Luther was 
obliged to read his Breviary every day, and this book is three-fourths Scripture. Says 
Dr. McGilfert (“Martin Luther and His Work,” page 273): ‘“‘The notion that Bible-read- 
ing was frowned upon by ecclesiastical authorities of that age is quite unfounded; Dr. 
Preserve Smith (“Life and Letters of Martin Luther,” page 14): “The book was a very 
common one, there having been no less than one hundred editions of the Latin Vulgate 
published before 1500, as well as a number of German translations ;” Dr. Maitland (“Dark 
Ages,’ page 469): “The fact is. . . . the writings of the Dark Ages are, if I may use 
the expression, made of the Scriptures.” The historians, who so testify, are Protestant: 

(2) The Church did NOT chain the Bible in the Middle Ages to keep it from 
the people. The chained Bible was an OPEN.Bible as much as a chained railroad time- 
table at the ticket office window is an open book. The Bible was in manuscript, written 
on expensive vellum, and was placed where the people could consult it, but was chained 
for its protection from theft. 

(3) The Church does NOT forbid her people to read the Bible. She forbids them 
only to read faulty versions. There have been many such through the centuries, such as 
the Albigensian translation, the Wycliffe, the Lollard, the Tyndale, the Cranmer, the 
Bishops’, the King James versions. One single important error in translation would 
make the title “The Word of God” a lie. 

One Reformer claimed that the other Reformer corrupted the “Word of God": 
Zwingli so accuses Luther; another so accuses Calvin. (Cf. Molinaeus, part XI, p. 110; 
Burgess “Apology’’, sect. 6; Whitaker’s Answer to Rein, p. 235). 

(4) Protestants do NOT get their religion by reading the Bible. They begin to 
read the Bible as church members, or at least after they confess Christianity. Most peo- 
ple are Christians because their parents were, or because of Sunday School attendance, 
or because of revival preaching.

In the March 26th issue of the ‘Literary Digest,” the 
editor of its Religious Section opened up the Rome Y. M. C. A. 
episode again, and did it in such a manner as to convey the 
impression that the Y. M. C. A. was innocent of the indict- 
ment brought against it by Cardinal Mery del Val.
